and whole Eſtates, as it happened to the laſt King of Pegw, who 
had it lately taken from him by the King uf qracen, by the trea- 
chery of the King of Tange# his Brother-1n-law. White Elephants 
are very rare, yet they are ſo beſotted as to adore them; ut gi a 
feſtivals wete kept in his honour, called Q»indey Pileu, (Which is to 
ſay) honeſt mens delight. The King of Pegs drew four in his coach, 
and I believe that inthe reſt of the Eaſt there were not more to be 
found. I he KingsPalace called Chalorſbemba,was built ſquare,with 
a Doſme, at every corner ſtands the ſtatue of a Gyan, of poliſhe

them is three miles long, where grow various ſorts of trees, of a 
marvellons height, that caſt moſt pleaſant and delicious ſhades.

fertile, and well tilled, there are notwithſtanding vaſt and profound 
forreſts, ſtoc ked with wilde beaſts, who often intercept the paſ- 
ſengers, and devoure them; as Ounces, Lions, Tigars , beares, 
Wolves, and dangerous Boares of an incredible ſize. The Ki 
hath huntſmen for the purpoſe, well ſkill'd in the woodes, with 
little dogs proper for finding out the beaſts. They have alſo tame 
Lions, and Hart- Wolves brought up to hunt their own kinde, and 
ſo animated againſt their own Species, that there are not in the 
world more cruell enemies, as man hath not a more mortall foe 
then man himſelfe, and amongſt men Reneg ado Chriſtians more 
cruell to true Chriſtians then the other Infidels. Theſe Lions, 
wolves, and other beaſtes of chaſe are taught to it, when they 
are young, and trained in parkes to hunt others, till they are at 
growth; and then they take them abroad tothe grand chaſe, ar- 
med with caps and pointed collars , which with the aſſiſtance of 
the bunters makes them more dangerous, ſo as they make a t 
— the other beaſts. There are likewiſe abun- 
dance of harts, large as heifers, which lie in the fields, and will 
er. When the King goes into the Country, he 
is attended with a thouſand horſe at leaſt, and when he tothe 
chaſe, he takes along abundance of Pioneers, to ſtop up the 
venues with walls of clay, and turf, to ſecure himſelfe and his 
Court.

'Tis almoſt incredible, what hideous cries, groans, and tears, 
this creature ſends forth, finding himſelf taken; as if foreſceing, 
he were now to be the s diet, who feaſt it merrily, the fleſh 
being white, in-taſte like Capon, and of ah excellent favour, but 
in Lent tis not to be eaten. | 

For which reaſon ſome have thought Amber gris to come from 
this creature, though there is more li elihoodrhat it comes from 
the bottome of the Sea, and not from a fil as e ſaid elſewhere. 

To conclude, the Iſlan d is ſo plentiful of cattle, that they have 
often given a fat ſheep for a Counter, or a leafe of paper; and a 
Marriner told me for truth, that being at the point of Cape Salide, 
to take in freſh water; an inhabitant of the Town of Antipara, 
gave him four Cowes for-afcurviepicce of leather, he was « 
to throw into the Sea with his dead Maſter. |

this INand, Alitadir King of Jeniharow ſent for him to have a 
piece of Scarlet, and that being upon a River imbarked with a 
Mabometan, _ 4 two dayes compleat from the mouth of 
the River; then landed, where were ready for them two Chariots 
drawn by four buffers a piece, which — them to the King.

though here they are not ſo good, as with the Maledines. 

They have moreover another root called Jogaia , which being 
dried yields flower, whereof they make a very delicate pudding, 
mingling it with milk, with ſugar, or honey, and with the yel 
of egs. They eat alſo as like wiſe throughout all India, bats of ex- 
traordinary greatneſs , and very good taſte, They who dwell 


along the Sea coaſt, apply themſelves chiefly to filing, making

Sume ſay this country in times paſt depended _ Ethiopia,and 
and 'twas hither Salomon ſent his Fleets for gold, and that the 
Queen of Saba ſtil'd her ſelf likewiſe Queen of Mozambique and 
Melindoz moreover that their ſpeech reſembles in ſome ſort that 
of Senega. Though toſpeak truth, tis more likelihood Salomon 
fetched bis gold fromthe mines of Sefala , which are not farre 
thence, or may be from the Eaſt Indies. 

Touching the country of Cefala,or Sefala and Zinguebar,which 
takes up in a fort the whole breadth of that end of Africa, even 
to the Cape of Bona Eſperanza , which coaſt is inhabited with 
Blacks, called Cafares, or Cafres, they appertain to the great Em- 


pire of Monomotapa, of which we are to ſpeak preſently. 


In particular for what concerns Zinguebar, or Zanzibar, which 
ancients called Ager nba, and which they placed above the high 
and interiour Er biopia, tis as it were an Iſland environed with 
ſeas, and rivers, tis a plentifull country of all kinds of commodi- 
ties for livelibood.

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Poyſon is very common throughout the Empire, and at deare 

rates , there being ſome-that is ſold at a indeed Miticales, or 
Sequins the ounce 3 - The reaſon ſo much is uſed, is, the rigour of 
the King, and his Miniſters of Juſtice, who inflict ſuch cruell pu- 
niſhments upon Offenders. 

For, no ſooner. hath a perſon committed a Crime, but he is pu- 
niſhed in the inſtant, and if the Crime requires the Offender ſhould 
be ſuſpended ſome dayes, to render his puniſhment more long 
and greivous, he is 2 to a tree, with ſtrong guards, there bei 
no Priſons, as I ſaid before; ſo, as t he Criminall ſeeing no — 
ble eſcape, the belt rem edy is to poyſon himſelf, by a ſpeedy death 
to eut off the rigour of a long paine.

If one injures another without cauſe, he is cruelly baſtina- 
do'd, as they are in Turi, where I have ſeen Judges themſelves k 
for that they have failed in Juſtice, puniſhed in that manner. 

They are laid naked upon the ground, and the Officer, or Exe- 
cutioner, is to beat them with a cord knotted, and buttond at the 
end, and when the Preſident gives the word, then he doth his Of- 
fice : having done, he gets up, puts on his clothes again, and gives 

thanks to the Judges, and Executioner, for their Juſtice, without 
any diſgrace for the matter, and returns to his function, as if 
no ſuch thing had happened. This makes the Judges can- 
did in their ſentences. The greateſt Lords and Magiſtrates 
find the like from the King, as I obſerved before; ſpeaking of 
 Melnida ., For, he hath them caſtigated in his preſence privately, 

and then with inſtruftionsdifmiſles to their charge. Juſtice thus 2 
verely executed, without exception of preſerves the Na- 
tion in ſirm Peace and Tranquillity ets — as twere a 
Divine Adoration, ſo really, that as he thorough the ſtreets, 
the people ; praying for bim, caſt themſelves, to the ground on 
their face; uming ſo much as to look upon him. *

His entrance into Barua, 


FJ Eaving Barra we went tothe town of Berus qut of deſire to 
1: more of the Negss, and the triumphant entrance provi- 
d for him, fora victory lately had over the Soldan of Gorago, 
a people ſo wilde and ſavage, that of how many ſoever are taken 
in war, 'tis 8 to preſerve one alive; by reaſon they are 
no ſooner priſoners, but by the ſent of a certain poyſon they have 
in readineſſe, they die inthe very inſtant, or ſuddainly after. In 
this war the King of Tigry vepaghe him very effectuall auxilia- 
tions, elſe he had had a bad match of the Goragues, a mortall ene- 
my to the Abiſſine, whom they call /ſraelites. | 

In concluſion, after he had put them to the rout, he purſued 
and beſieged them in Tamar, a town, ſurrounded with ſtrong 
walls, and good ditches, where they were provided of En- 
ines, made of great timber · pieces ſo drawne and bent by cor- 
age and wheeles, fixt oppoſite, that the reverſe was ſo vigorous, 
they would founder or break a ſhip in pieces. For which rea- 
fon the Negas, after the trench was filled forbore to ſtorme, nor 
indeed, but for the help of a Genoeſe had he accompliſhed his de- 
ſigne without extream loſſe.

He came on land in Africa, towards 
the river Sowac, near the Monaſtery of the Holy Ghoſt, of the 
religious Obſervantines I ſpoke of before. We- met with hia 
before that in our travels, and he came along with us as far as the 
head of that River, where we ſet him on ſhore near the Church 
or.the Monaſtery of the Holy Ghoſt, which is one of the chiefeſt 
Fortifications the King of Ethiopia hath, and tis there tis ſaid 
300. religious are, where he ſtaid ſome dayes to refreſh himſelf, 
then took his journy towards the Court, whither from that place 
he had. or 500. leagues of land to croſſe, and yet 'twas a for- 
tune to himthat the Court was no further remoy'd, for as it might 
have happened, he might haye had above 700. leagues before he 
reacht thither. Being furniſhed with horſes at this Monaſtery for 
himſelf and his company, (who were ſome fourteen or fifteen in 
number, he came, as he ſince told us, to another Church or Mo- 
naſtery ſome ſeven or eight leagues from thence, but with ex- 
tream trouble, his horſes ſo tiring, that the ſervants were fain to 
carry the baggage themſelves for two leagues together. At length 
he got to the Monaſtery of St. Dominick, as he called it, where 
he Cad good-entertainment, and changed his hotſes,which were 
for no further ſervice, being ſo extreamly beaten out with travail- 
ing unſhod, as they uſe in thoſe parts, becauſe they have not the 
art of ſhooing. As he was upon the point to depart thence, there 
fell. ſuch” an exceſſe of rains, that the Rivers were fo broken 
out, that he was conſtrained to wo near a month longer, and ex- 
till they retir'd within their banks. Then he continued his 
journey, and having croſſed a vaſt Countrey. came to Mongibir, 
where he made a viſit to the King, who was then fick, but uled 
him with great civilities. The Embaſſadour offered him the ad- 
vice of his Phyfician, but he told him our Lord who had ſent his 
prief ſhould cure it. He furniſhed him with horſes, and appointed 
is own Son to conduct him even tothe Court. By the way he

The Town of gabe or Sebs 
is properly upon that Nile which comes from Zaire, for the other 
branch called Tecaſſon, or Tagæxzi, deſcends from the Lake Beret- 
n+ in high Ethiopia, and wy joyn about Ermita. From Sli, be- 
fore we went aboard, we had a deſite to go ſee the Town of Cara- 
man, the Seigniory whereof confines upon Gin, or Giana- 
mara towards the Eaſt and North, towards the South upon the 
Kingdom of caua, and on the Weſt upon the Province of Siets, 
which touches upon Nabia. Ce 
Here is a Church dedicated to the ſacred Virgin, which is one 
of the moſt famous in the country, for that by exquilite artifice 
tis cut out of the natural rock. Candace Eunuch is ſaid to be 
the Founder of it. Within we ſaw thirteen Dower or Niches 
excellently wrought with fine columns, and drawing near the 
Altat in one of the Niches, the picture of the Virgin with ber in- 
fatit Jeſus cro and a creſcent at his feet, then inthe middle 
of the Church the figure of a Bird, fignitying the Holy Ghoſt, 
without any either image or figure in the whole Church: The Ni- 
hes made deats for the Prieſts, in repreſentation of the thirteen, 


Apoſtles. They bave many Sects amongſt them. The ehiefe Pre- 
IG a — garment Gos girt to him, at which is faſtened a 
picket capouch. The man ſhewed much gravity and Majeſty, 
ahd amazed when he {aw us on our knees before the image 
of the Virgin, whereof he-defired to know the reaſon. But as 
there were but few amongſt them of the ancient religion, ſo omit 
they not to ling the Prime, the third, the ſixt, and _ Canoni- 
cal houres, ſinging the Plalmes ſtanding, Interjecting many ſen» 
tences, and prophane ceremonies. They, much rejoyced at our 
devotion tothe bleſſed Virgin, and began to cry out with great 
joy, Auderi, behold people of the fartheſt point of the moe of 
our religion, then ſhewing them our Primmers with ſome pictures 
in them, they could not contain from agg: Joes garments, wel-

The 
Mines deſtroyed many ofthem; and Las Cafas ſayes, that bei 
there, he ſaw in four monet hs ſeven thouſand children ſtary 
to death; for both their fathers and mothers were held ſo ſtrictly 
to their labour in the Mines, they had not freedom to lookaf. 
ter their families. | 
Tbe Iſle iſpaniola was diſcovered by the fame Columbes in 
his firſt navigation in the year 1492. an to be inhabited in ; 
1494+ and was otherwiſe called Hairy Qui __ and Cipangi, of 
cibai, being in circuit about 400. leagues : It abounds in fruit, ſu- 
gar, cattle, and Mines of gold and pope. This Ifland had many wt 
Caciques or potent Kings, amongſt them the King of At2gaz or 
Magena, that is, Champion, or the field, was Paramount, who 
is called Guarionexi, Theſe Kings lived peaceably , without 
any great State. Their chiefeſt expetiſe was in Dancers, Muſi- 
cians, and Wreſtlers, who were for his Majeſties recreation both 
in his Palace and p fle. He was carried by men upon a frame 
ſet with feathers of divers fine colours, and thoſe dancers dan- 
ced before him. The people held their King for a God, and the 
meaneſt of them could raiſe an Army of ſixteen thouſand men 
armed with ſkins of wild beaſts, Clubbes of wood with a keen 
ſtone at the end, which they called courcoumacbi; they had like- 
wiſe bows and arrows pil'd with bone. Together they were able 
to raiſe fourſcore thouſand men, holding good correſpondence 


with one another, interchanging viſits at 80. or a hundred leagues

The fruit never heats upon the tree, and very little being gather- 
ed, but quenches thirſt, and refreſhes more than any fruit in the 
world; wherefore'the Indians wy go fifteen or twenty leagues 
to look it: and being extream hot, lay pieces of it on their fore; 
head and cheeks, which refreſhes as well as cating it, be the heat 
never ſo violent. But tis exceeding dangerous for.ſtrangers; for 
the Indi ant are ſo jealous of this fruit that they will ſuffer no 
others to eat it, but beat their brains out, as they did at Curanfour, 
where they killed a number of Spaniards for cating them, which 
they after eat themſelves. To conclude, the fruit, how long ſocver 
it continues in the ſun, looſes not its freſhneſfe. 

Of the three Regions Amer ica may be divided into, there are 
the two outmoſt, the high and the low, and the interiour. The 
lower is along the Sea coaſt, hot and moiſt, having few or no rains 
in many places unpeopled, by reaſon of the deep ſands, marſhes, 
and 2 waters, which make the Countrey uuwholſome. But 
the plains from Peru to Chila are more temperate, by reaſon of the 
freſh and fruitfull vales, whereof there are ſtore. 

| | The ſecond is the land of Hanes, cold and dry, well peopled, 

plentifull in herbage; and rich in mines. 

The interiour is the beſt, and twas the Spaniards kind fortune 
or rather Providence, that landed them there at firſt: for had it 
been any where elſe, they had never or with more difficulty at- 
tained their deſign, for the ſcarcity of commodities to live upon 
after their diet, very different from that of the Natives.

Hondura was firſt diſcovered by Columba in his laſt voyage, 
1502. laſt by one Caſan who ſetled the Plantation of Tueillo in 
1515. Pedrari d Avila, in 1519. planted the Colonies in Noa- 
bre de Dios,and Panama towards the South Sea; the firſt diſcoverer 
of that fea was Yaſco Muntz, coming from Dariana in 1513.who 
with great joy rendred thanks to God, and took poſſeſſion 
for the King of Span. .
